nances passed by the Northwest 
Council, with a view to having them 
revised and re enacted by the Legis- 
lative Assembly. A revision of the 
Ordinances is very much needed, 
and we are glad that it is being done, 
There are several of the Ordinances, 
too, which require amendments, and 
we take occasion now to point out 
one or two particulars in which some 
of them stand in need of amend- 
And first as to the Municipal 
Ordinance, 1885. Section two pro 
vides for the erection of rural muni- 
cipalities containing an area of not 
less than 200 square miles, but there 
iS no provision made for the erection 
of town muuicipalities, unless they 
be incorporated by an act of the 
Legislature. That we claim is an 
unnecessary proceedifig; the same 


ment. 


provisions should apply to the incor | 


poration of towns as to other muni 
Section twenty should be 
amended so as to give municipal 
councils power to prescribe to form 
of oath to be taken by electors. 
Section 123, sub-section 4, is one 
which shouid be changed. Under 
this sub-section as it now stands any 
institute, incorporated 
seminary, etc., may hold any quan- 
tity of land, and such land be exempt 
trom taxation, and we can see no 


cipalities 


collegiate 


good reason why any institution 
should be allowed to nold more land 
than it actually uses, exempt from 
taxation. Where land is held, even 
by a public educational institution, 
and not used, it should be taxed. 
As the law stands at present, all any 
ratepayer has to do in order to avoid 
taxation is to execute a bogus trans- 
fer of his property to some collegiate 
institute. Another outrageous pro- 
vision in the existing Ordinance is 


that which requires lands to be sold 


for arrears of taxes to be adverised 
in a weekly newspaper published in 
Regina (sec. 259) or in the North 
West Gazette. What sense or reason 
is there in advertising Prince Albert 
lands in Regina? If there were no 
paper published here the case might 
be different. It is not likely that 
people would come up here from the 
capital oi the Territories to attend a 
tax sale, and we do not suppose that 


half a dozen citizens of this place 


wotld see the advertisement if in 
serted in the official gazette or a 
Regina weekly for twelve. months. 
It simply means that so much of our 
money must go out of the place for 
nothing. If we have to sell land for 
taxes, let tt be advertised where the 
land is to be sold and the probable 


purchasers reside. The time al- 


lowed for the redemption of land | 


is too long. Section 237 allows two 
The time should be limited 
to one year from date of sale: there 
is no great inducement to purchase 
when the buyer will have to wait two 
years for his deed, even although he 


vears.

We have arrived at tha 
stage when the ox-team and Red 
River cart will no longer suffice fur 
the carrying trade of the country 
A railway has become an absolute 
necessity, and without it anothe: 
year will witness an exodus of three 
fourths of our population. We had 
last year a good crop. The local 
market is over stocked with jas: 
year's grain, What, then, is to be 
dose with the magnificent crop 
which is now being harvested ? 
Without the means of export it will 
simply go to wgste, while we will of 
necessity be compelled to sit idly by 
and wait the will and pleasure ot 
those in power at Ottawa.
